The parts from the Messiah were admirably executed 
by Mr. Brauam, Mis, Satmon, Madame Vesrris, Miss Goopat., 
Miss M. Tree, Mr. Terra, &e, The Selection from Rossr1’s 
Oratorio of Cyrys in Babylon, never performed before in this coun- 
try, gave great delight, although the style, in general, has more of 
Operatic effect, than of the deep sublimity of Oratorio music. The Trio 
between Mrs. Satmon, Madame Vesrnis, and Mr. BRAnAM, was very 
fine: and the Cavatina by Madame VWesrnis was beautiful, and sung 
in her best manner. Miss Povey, Mr. Nexsox, and Mr. Pyne, had 
portions of this Selection which they executed in a most pleasing 
manner. The Chorusses are grand. This part of the Selection was 
most favorably received. In the Miscellaneous Act, Mr. Savio, My. 
BraHaAmM. Madame Camporesr, Madame Vesrris, Miss Forpe, 
and Miss M. Tree, received much applause. Madame Camporese 
was encosed in the Atria from Mozanrr, “ Vedrai carino.’ Mr. 
LinpLey’s new concerto on the Violoncello, was rapturously received ; 
as was Mr. Mort’s admirable performances on the Violin, We never 
saw an audience more generally pleased. s
